SVituesbCd tostitied tliat the liij^h- 
ebt paid opuiatdia wiTu not able to 
lay by onytliing for their support in old 
ago. In 1870 tlie Western Union com- 
pany required every man coming into its 
eniplpj^to, take an oath that he would 
never connect himself with a trade or la- 
liur organization. Thia waa uallud t!io 
iron clad oath, and waii adniinisterud to 
every person \)'ho took part in tlio strike 
of 1870. After tho existence of lilo tt'le 
yraph brotherhood was inudo known le- 
nuiitly, tho Western Union superintend- 
ent issued a cireular wliich was sent tu 
every employee of the company forbidding 
liiin to connect himself witli any organi/,- 
tioii luidcr penalty of dianii.ssal. A day 
operator worked from 8 o'clock in tlie 
morning to 8 o'clock at niglit, and had 
but two or three lioura to devote to 
amusement. Night operators had more 
time at their disposal. No such thing as 
a vacation was known lii the telegraph 
busiiie.'j.i. On the 'i7th of la.st February 
it was annoLinceil that the WheatstoneHya- 
tern would begin operation, and Wheat 
Mtoiio operators were told that their wages 
would !'e If 50 a iiioiuli. Opei-ators on '.he 
Canadian side won- better paid, and thuy 
had throe- weeks' vacation each year, witli 
salary, and during aicknosa received half 
pay. After being a certain number ui 
years in the service, and their record be 
ing good, operator.s received a pension fur 
life.Honietiines at full p:iy- when they bo- 
eanie .f uperanuated. \V. 11. (Jrr, a nioia- 
ber of the Brotliorhood of 'rulegraphora, 
said tho salaries paid operators in Phila- 
delphia ranged fniinlS40 to .^SO per month.

"thai there is no eviF'but uiideviloped 
good, and not a vice but fonus the basis 
of a virtue." Evil and vice linil their 
analogies, not in rawness and iuiiu.it u rity, 
but in decay and rutteiineas. N irtoe in 
great part is the elimination of vice, and 
not the taking of it as a b:iais. " I'hou 
shall not" is the form of a majority of 
the ten coinmaiidineiits. Si,w a tiehl with 
guano and "nature" will not yii-ld yuii 
harvest, neither will human naturi^ de- 
velop good from evil. I'kii.so.s a .
